The sponge fishery of ae Gulf of Mexico 
has its head. quarters at Koy West, though 
vessels are owned and sailed from many other 
points in the same, State. Tho « aponging 
ground,” as now known, extends at intervals 
from Appalachicola Bay around the ‘whole 
peninsula of Florida as far as Bay 33 Sigeagne, 
Tho fishing is carried on someciiiacs by indi+| 
viduale, each man in bis own skiff near 
aboro,.as is the custom among the crowded 
roofs; butin the main it is pursued aysta. 
niatically by crews in sailing vossols, which 
go far from ome, The craft amployedy 
therefore, range, all told, from schooners of 
50 tons’ to mere canoes. Thera are gaid to 
be in Key West about thirty-five good-sized 
“spougers” (for go the vessels, ag well ay the 
men, are styled), besides an equal number 
of amall boats ; 3to which about forty gailing 
vesaola outaide of Koy Weat are to bo-addod, 
‘When ‘an owner of one of these achoonors 
_ desires to send her on a trip, he first finda a 

skipper,or vory likely he already has oue, 

having sold a fraction of his interest to some 
capable sailor, When the right skipper bas 
been obtained, and putin charge, he becomes 
absolute master of the whole affair. The
